Henry J. Ryan, who succeeded Ar­ 
thur Woods as national director* of the 
Americanism commission of the Amer­ 
ican Legion, has announced a definite 
program 
of 
Americanism 
activities 
which Legion leaders believe will ef­ 
fectively combat anti-American propa­ 
ganda at Its sources. 
The plan includes a sympathetic re­ 
ception to the immigrant and a method 
of providing bim with opportunities to 
school himself In American ideas; Im­ 
provement of immigration aud natural­ 
ization laws; measures to stop the cir­ 
culation of Bolshevist and I. W. W. 
propaganda, and providing a greater 
chance for education in citizenship 
among the adult native born. 
The Legion's campaign will start 
with the school, which is characterized 
by Mr. Ryan as the foundation of char­ 
acter building. 
“No greater problem 
challenges the American people than 
the school,’* said Mr. Ryan. “Sweeping 
changes must he made in our schools 
or revolution and the destruction of 
America will be but a matter of time. 
The school system of America, as con­ 
stituted at present, is Incapable of de 
veloping the type of intelligent citizen­ 
ship which is the foundation of a de­ 
mocracy, and w ithout which human lib­ 
erty Jins no champion. 
The changes 
which the American Legion advocates 
are, first, that English shall be the con 
trolling language in all schools, and. 
second, that the study of American his 
tory and civics shall be made compul­ 
sory to all school pupils. 
To a coom 
plish these proposals the Legion will 
petition congress to formulate a reso­ 
lution recommending to state legisln 
hires the passage of statutes embody­ 
ing these changes.”

<* report, asserts the Keeley mine 
is one ofthe few similar properties 
“being operated successfully on a 
cooperative basis.”

the first ship in the world to have 
been built “from keel up” for mili­ 
tary hospital purposes. 
This is the hospital ship Relief, 
recently completed, and which has 
just joined the Atlantic fleet 
at 
Guantanamo Bay. 
Equipped with every recent 
de­ 
vice for safety, comfort 
and 
care 
of sick and wounded, 
the 
Relief 
has all the 
facilities 
of 
a great 
modern hospital, navy department 
officials here declare. 
This assures men of the Ameri­ 
can navy, no m atter how far from 
home in case of injury or sickness, 
the same facilities for medical aid 
as the residents 
of any 
of the 
large cities of the United States in 
the best hospitals. 
Naval officers believe that in an­ 
other war, 
involving 
fighting on 
water, the hospital ship Relief will 
prove, invaluable and will greatly 
decrease the ordinary loss of life. 
It is hoped to provide 
the 
navy 
with as many more 
such 
vessels 
built exclusively for hospital 
pur­ 
poses as may be needed. 
At present, the 
navy 
has 
four 
other hospital ships, 
one 
bearing 
I the same name as the new addition 
to the fleet. 
These are the Solac, 
Mercy, Comfort and Relief. 
They 
all have been converted from m er­ 
chant ships. 


The new Relief is recognized as 
having surpassed all other hospital 
ships of the world. 
The 
general 
board of the navy in 1910 recom­ 
mended that such a hospital ship 
be included in the building 
pro­ 
gram but it was not until 1916 that 
congress appropriated the 
money 
to build the Relief. 
The keel was 
laid in 1917, but work was interrup­ 
ted by the war, and the vessel w-as 
| completed only recently. 
The Re­ 
lief left the Philadelphia navy yard 
the middle of February to join the 
fleet at Guantanamo Bay. 
The Relief is 483 feet in length, 
with about 
10,000 
tons 
displace 


I ment. The vessel has a bed capac­ 
ity of about 500. 
In 
accordance 
with the Geneva 
convention

the Hague conference, she is pain­ 
ted white with

New York, March 9.—Health au­ 
thorities in New York and other 
cities along the Atlantic coast are 
making strong efforts to cope with 
the disease of sleeping sickness or 
encephalitis lethargica which is re­ 
ported as unusually prevalent-this 
year. 
W hile stating that the m a­ 
lady should not cause public alarm 
the medical heads 
have 
warned 
that it should not be 
under-esti­ 
mated. 
As an evidence of the renewed I 
sweep of the peculiar epidemic, re­ 
ports for the first seven weeks of 
1921 indicate more than 218 cases 
in New’ York City of which 25 per 
cent wrere fatal. 
During 1920, 
a 
total of 500 cases were reported in 
this city with the death toll com­ 
paratively small. 
The most important step 
taken 
in the w ar on the disease was the 
move in several states in making 
! sleeping sickness reportable. This 
has been done in 
Massachusetts 
and New York. 
In New .York sev-1 
eral health officials 
admit they 


j are up against a baffling problem. 
Various 
versions 
as 
to the 
source and ravages of the disease 
have been offered. 
Health 
com­ 
missioner. Copeland of New York 
believes the disease is not contag­ 
ious in the ordinary sense. 
“This is proved.” he 
adds, “by 
! the fact that out of the total num­ 
ber of cases reported last year in 
New York City, only in tw'O instan­ 
ces svas a second 
case 
reported 
where one previously 
had 
been 
found.” 
The commissioner pointed 
out, however, that the majority of 
cases were reported on the lower 
East Side, indicating sleeping sick­ 
ness might have resulted from con­ 
gested living quarters. 
Dr. Simon Flexner. in a clinical 
paper recently traced the origin of 
the disease in this country to 1918- 
19. 
He continued: 
“It is possible to trace cases of 
lethargic or epidemic encephalitis 
now' arising in this country to 
an 
outbreak which occurred 
in Vien­ 
na and neighboring parts of 
Aus­ 
tria in the winter of 1916. 
Cases 
occurred in England and France in 
the early months of 1918 and 
in 
America in the following year. 
In 
Austria the early cases were 
as- 
• cribed to sausage poisoning, in En­ 
gland to botulism arising from var­ 
ious foods. 
This error is not 
re­ 
markable. 
Both countries 
were 
laboring under an unprecedented 
condition of food shortage. 
“Ultimately in both countries the 
notion of food origin became unten­ 
able, and the disease was recog­ 
nized as arising independently of 
diet and other usual conditions of 
life, and came to be viewed 
as 
probably of microbic 
origin 
of 
communicable nature. 
“The outstanding feature is the 
lethargy, which 
is progressive in 


j character and present 
in the ma- 
jjority of cases (80 per cent?) 
It 
may appear suddenly but usually 
: is gradual in onset. 
The patient 
! becomes apathetic and dull, 
ap­ 
pears dazed or stupid, the hours of

ence placed upon a brief repon 
of the dicision was 
misleading. 
I he 
Stark 
Brothers 
Nurseries 
company had won iii the Uniter 
States Circuit Court of Appeals a 
suit for damages against the Wil­ 
liam I*. Stark Nurseries and also 
an injunction restraining the lat­ 
ter from using the family 
for a trade mark. 
This 
circuit 
court decision limited the 
dam­ 
ages to begin from the time when 
notice of registration of the trade 
mark was served. 
Upon this limitation only 
the 
Stark Brothers 
Nurseries 
com­ 
pany appealed to the 
supreme 
court. 
It was this appeal against 
limiting the damages that the su­ 
preme court denied.
